The applicant must appear U 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen 
cy or Sub-agency for the district 
Entry by proxy maybe made at apy 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth 
er or sister of intending homesteader 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up 
on and cultivation of the land ir 
each of three years. A homesteade: 
may live within nine miles of hi: 
‘8 homestead on a farm of at least 8 
acres, solely owned and occupied b: 
him or by his father, mother, son 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteade: 
in good standing may preempt + 
quarter-section alongside his home 
stead.

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GLEN CAMPBELL’ NOW 


In February Dr. Neely, Liberal 
member for Humboldt, Sask., made 
serious charges against Glen Camp- 
bell, ex-M.P., and now inspector of 
Indian Agencies. Dr. ‘Neeley, on the 
affidavit of a half-breed named Pcit- 
ras, of Fort Qu’Appelle, accused Mr. 
Campbell of having, in January, 
bought; liquor for this half-breed, 
with the result that he became in- 
toxicated, lay out part of the night, 
and was so severely frostbitten as to 
be crippled for life. A bye-eleetion 
for the Saskatchewan Legislature is 
pending in North Qu'Appelle, and 
Mr. Campbell was accused of doing 
election work at the time the, half- 
breed became intcxicated. 


PERSONAL ENMITY. 

Dr. Necly is a personal enemy of 
(en Camphell. His statement in the 
House, when: aking the charges, 
was bitter, personal and filled with 
animosity. He can never forget Mr. 
Campbell’s exposure of his Saskat- 
chewan political carcer; and seized 
uncn the affidavit of this irrespon- 
sible half-breed to vent his spleen 
and personal spite. 


PROMISED APOLOGY. 

On Thursday evening he referred to 
his charges, and gave Vion. Dr. 
Roche an opportunity to do justice 
to Mr. Campbell. Dr. Neely promis- 
ed to apologize if his charges were 
untrue. Dr. Roche then read a state- 
ment from Mr. Campbell, showing 
that he had not been in Fort Qu’- 
Appelle since July 13, 1913, and that 
he did not know Poitras. In con- 
clusion, Mr. Campbell pointed out 
the injustice done him by Dr. Neely, 
and demanded a retraction from him. 
On this subject he says: 


THE REFUTATION. 


“IT wish you would read this state- 
ment in the ITouse on some occasion 
when Dr. Neely is in his seat, and 
surely if he has any sense of decency 
or the remotest idea of how a 
gentleman should act, he vill tender 
me an apology for havigg so black- 
ly defared a man who tries as far 
as possible to be decent in his con- 
duct to the people he  éomes in con- 


tact with. I regret that lying charg-: 


es of this description should have 
been brought against any official in 
the Indian Department. I feel sure 
that you will realize that in no way 
is the fault mine. I would have 
liked to be brougkt before a special 
commission: for investigation, for, 
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that ‘on the day on which this half- 
breed incident took place af Qu’- 
Appelle, I was visiting for the week- 
erfd at my own home in Gilbert 
Plains.” 


AFFIDAVITS READ. 


But Mr. Canzpbell furnished strong- 
er evidence than this of his inno- 
cence. Hon. Dr. Roche produced afti- 
davits from Messrs. Dunk, Dillon 
and Macdecnald, prominent citizens of 
Fort Qu’Appelle, that Mr. Campbell 
had not been in that town at the 
time of the incident referred to, nor 
for months previous. The bartender 
and manager of the hotel both for- 
warded aflidavits that Mr. Campbell 
was not in the hotel at the time 
stated, nor had at any time pur- 
chased liquor for Poitras. Dr. Hall,

THE GREAT COAL 
FIELDS OF ALBERTA 


Two hundred and cighty-nine coal 
mines in Alberta, employing 6,610 
men inside and. 2,253 men outside, 
produced 4,306,346 tons cf coal, 
130,681 tons of briquettes and 65,167 
tons of coke during 1913, an in- 
crease of nearly 25 per cent. over 
1912. A million tons was exported 
to other provinces in Canada and to 
the United States. The classification 
of the output is as follows: .Bitum- 
inous, 2,374,401 tons ; lignite, 1,763,- 
225 tons; anthracite, 168,720 tons ; 
used in coke production, 104,012 
tons. 

The foregoing statistics are incor- 
putatcd in the annual report by John 
J. Stirling, chief inspector, just 
issued under the direction of John 
Stocks, deputy minister of the pro- 
vincial department of public works. 

Mr. Stirling says that with the 
introduction cf new capital and the 
opening of large mines, adequately 
equipped, there is every reason to 
believe the exportation of coal to 
neighboring provinces and states will 
be increased during this and coming 
years, 

The province of Alberta is divided 
into four districts for the purpcse 
of carrying on the inspection work, 
as provided in the new Coal Mines 


Act, which became operative on Aug.

Mr. Stirling reports that the ton- 
nage in 1913 would have been much 
larger but for the extremely mild 
weather searly and late in the winter. 

The increase of output during the 
last eight years has been about 500 
per cent., he added, the tcnnage be- 
ing as follows since the organization 
of the province : 1905, 811,288, 1906, 


1,385,000 ; 1907, 1,834,745; 1908, 
1,845,000 ; 1909, 2,174,329 ; .1910, 
3,036,757 ; 1911, 3,694,564; 1912, 


3,446,349 ; 1913, 4,306,346. 

Experts estimate that the actual 
and probable coal resources of Al- 
berta total 1,075,039,000,080 metric 
tons, or fourteen times the reserves 
of British Columbia, eighteen times 
more than Saskatchewan, and 110 
times greater than Nova Scotia, at 
present the largest producing prov- 
ince in the Dominion of Canada. 

The Edrenton district has a coal 
area cf 77,184 square miles of a tot- 
al of 109,168 square miles of coal 
fields in Canada. 

There are three distinet coal hori- 
zons in Alberta: The Kootenay, or 
lower cretaceous ; the Belly river, or 
middle cretaceous, and the /dmon- 
ton, lying at the the tcp of the 
cretaccous. The upper [dmonton 
formation covers an area cf 24,779 
square miles, while the lower Id- 
monton formation occupies ,52,405 
square miles. {, 

The Belly river formation in east- 
ern Alberta covers 16,000 square mil- 
es, the best coal occurring on its 
borders, where there are persistent 
seams. Lignite seams occur at Medi- 
cine Hlat, Taber and Lethbridge. 
This coal has also been struck at 
Tofield, Calgary and * Edmonton. 
This series is identical with that at 
Peace River, known as the Dunvegan. 

The Kootenay formation produces 
the most valuable coals found — in 
Canada. The areas are on the outer 
ranges and in the foothills, from the 
international boundary to the north 
of the Athabasea river, 100 miles 
north of Kdmenton, beyond which, 
explorers say, the coal areas are, 
confined to the foothills. 

The Moose mountain, the Cascade 
basin, the Bighorn and the Brazean 
district contain immense seams cf 
commercial coal. 

W. W. Leach, of the geological sur- 
vey of Canada, gives these figures of 
Alberta’s coal resources : 

Actual reserves—Anthracite, 668,- 
000,000 tons ; bituminous, 3,209,000,- 
000 tons; semi-bituminous and lig- 
nites, 384,908,000,000 tons. Prob‘ 
alile reserves—Anthracite, 100,000,000 
tons; bituminous, 194,883,000,000, 
tons; semhi-bituminous and lignites, 
491,271,000,000 toys.

It is a very rare thing 
to see a crowded banquet hall remain 
filled after. the dinner is over, but in 
this case there was not half a dozen 
people who left until the close of 
the meeting, which lasted about -six 
hours, thus showing the decp_inter- 
est taken in all that was said and 
dene. 

The want of a hall capable of seat- 
ing three to four hundred people at 
a banquet is sadly felt in Red Deer. 
The association had been at their 
wit’s end as to how they would be 
able to accommodate the number of 
people applying for tickets, and many 
letters of regret had to be written 
to all parts of the province by the 
secretary, stating the committee’s 
inability to acccmmodate the appli- 
cants. 

The decorating committee, under 
the able guidance of Andrew Wylic, 
had spared neither time or money in 
making the hall attractive, and the 
view on entering was such as. to 
call for unstinted praise from the 
diners, and it was the unanimous 
feeling of all present that it sur- 
passed any decorations ever seen in 
the city previously. The banquet was, 
provided by the Ladies’ Auxiliary of 
St. Luke’s Church, and to describe it 
in detail would take up far. more 
space than we have at hand, but 
the “least we can say is that, while 
there has been some notable spreads 
in Red Deer before, this one far sur- 
passed any of them, and it is very 
difficult to see where it could be im- 
proved upon. The menu, which was 
a very long one, did not contain 
half the good things the ladies had 
upon the tables, and which were 
greatly appreciated. 

The programme’ and entertainment 
committee, under the chairmanship 
cf Geo. W. Greene, are to be com- 
plimented on the result of their 
work, which showed considerable 
thought and untiring effort to ac- 
commodate the material at hand. 

At the conclusion of the banquet a 
number of visitors were seen search- 
ing the tables, not for something to 
eat, but for a stray menu card, 
which they wanted as a souvenir. 
These cards had been very freely dis. 
cussed during the evening and some 
had ventured the remark that they 
must have been done in Chicago or 
New Yerk, never dreaming that such 
exquisite cards could be, and were, 
printed by a local office. 

The Webb Orchestra played during 
the whole of the time the banquet 
was on, and proved a_ source of 
great pleasure, playing splendid mus-' 
ic and receiving rounds of applause 
for every picco rendered. The play- 
ing ability of tis orchestra was a 
genuine surprise to the outside vis 
itors, some of whom expressed the 
opinion that Red Deer should be 
proud of them, as there was nothing 
better in Calgary or Edmonton.

OUR PROVINCIAL PARTY. 


W. J. Botterill proposed tne toast 
of “Our Provincial Party,” witk a 
few glowing remarks, but declined to 
take up the time of the mecting, as 
there were many eloquent addresses 
yet to be delivered. 


GEO. HOADLEY 


Geo. Hoadley, replying to the 
toast of “The Provincial Party,” 
first of all. thanked those responsible 
for the banquet to Mr. Michener. He 
endorsed all the sentiments expressed 
in regard to Mr. Michener as leader. 
When he entered the House there 
were only’ three Conservatives, Mr. 
Michener, Mr. Bennett, and himself. 
Mr. Michener was appointed leader, 
and you all know how well he has 
fulfilled that position. He believed 
the only justification a party had for 
existence was that it did something 
worth while, and anyone with a fair 
n.ind will say that the Conservative 
party had justified its existence. Mr. 
Haultain deserved and should have 
had, and he believed he would get, an 
honored place in the history of this 
great province. When he wanted the 
resources for this province, he was 
betrayed by the Liberal party, and 
that was the beginning of politics 
in Alberta. We had two men in the 
first assembly, Mr. Robertson and 
Mr. Herbet, :nd both justified their 
existence by putting on record their 
vote in favor of our natural resource 
es. It was veted down by the unani- 
mous vote of the Liberal party. The 
same men now want the rescurces. 
In 1909 there were three Conserva- 
tives in the House, and the A. & 
G. W. came up, and notwithstanding 
their numbe:, the Liberals had to 
bring a poor sick member from the 
hcspital at Macleod to help them 
varry the rrotion, and he never re- 
covered, bu: died in Edmonton. Then 
Mr. Patterson was elected as an 
Independerc, and you have heard 
him tonight. Then, owing to cir- 
cumstane:s, four bye-elections were 
held, an? all won by Conservatives, 
making a party of eight. The next 
election we increased this number to 
eighteen, and these men are able to 
go about the province and tell the 
seople what is taking piace in the 
Legislature halls. These men are 
serviiug you at a financial loss to 
themselves, but they are striving 
wh. rever they are for honest govern- 
ment. (Cheers). 


He did not think there were ever 
seventeen men (leaving himself out) 
giving more loyal service to the 
people. (Cheers). The grand feature 
about the men who represent the 
Conservative party is that they are 
men who you could trust.

We .had Ruther- 
ford, Reliability and Railway as a 
ery. You haven’t Rutherford, you 
haven't reliability and you haven't 
railroads. With regard tc the re- 
sources, he would never like to see 
them handed over to a brcther of 
Clifford Sifton. . The resources of 
this province were exploited in the 
cld days, and they would be exploit- 
ed again if they were handed over 
to the present men in power. Mil- 
lions of dollars are being spent in 
the north y»art of the provinee, but 
if the south members ask fer rail- 
ways they are called kickers. Not 
one mile of railway is in operation 
south «f the C.P.R. except by the 
C.P.R. What this country wants is 
a frateynal government that looks 
after tie interests cf all people. 
A fraternal system that will take 
care of the poor people who are 
brougit into this country. The 
demcnstration farms are only dem- 
onstcating how a man with’ meqey 
can make mere money, but they 
cace not for the poor people, who 
are not wealthy enough to take care 
of themselves.

Great Task That Confronts the Domin- 
lon of Canada 


A word. picture of the great task 
which awaits Canada in welding into 
one the varied elements from Europe, 
is given by Mrs. Donald Shaw in the 
National Review. “Probably very few 
of those resident in the British Isles, 
and certainly only a very small per- 
centage of Canadians,” she says, “are 
as yet fully awake to the national 
problem that is rapidly crystallizing 
into definite and tangible shape, 
through the almost overwhelming 
flood-tide of immigration which has 
poured, and is still pouring, into the 
dominion. At the present moment 
forty-eight different languages are in 
daily use in Canada, and practically 


every known religious creed is repre. 


sented. 

“So far there has never been a 
country which was in the position of 
Canada to-day, for the civilized race 
{is a mere unit, and is being over. 
whelmed by an avalanche of races 
irawn from almost every quarter of 
he globe. How, then, is this smal) 
anit of thinking, organized, and civi!- 
ized people going to remain pre- 
dominant, and to mould the super. 
abundance of ignorance and divers} 
fication of races into one united Can- 
adian whole? 

“Canada has long. since realized 
that there is no need for her to sub- 
geribe to foreign missions, for she 
yas the foreigner on her very door. 
step, and she has to deal with him 
on a more difficult and dangerous 
basis than do the workers in the mis- 
3ions estabiished amongst these peo. 
ple in their own lands. For the China- 
man, the Japanese, the Hindoo, the 
Jew, the Ruthenian, and the Itallan 
slips his shackles off him when he 
enters Canada and becomes 2 fre» 
man. Those who understand what the 
‘gnorant conception of freedom is 
will realize what the possible result 
af this may be to the life of a coun- 
try if steps are not taken in time to 
counteract it.” 


NEGLECTED SHADE TREES 


Large Percentage of These Want 


Doctoring 


According to Dr. Fernow, in the 
smal] towns of eastern Canada it i; 
safe to say that at least seventy-five 
per cent. of the shade trees need 
attention, for, unlike the cities, these 
towns employ no “tree doctors” to 
guard the health of the trees, and 
even trimming 1s done but !rregularly 
and often carelessly. Yet if the shade 
trees in many of these towns were 
destroyed one of their chief attrac- 
tlons would be gone, 

There are several reasons why the 
trees in these old towns require 
special attention. The chief is prob- 
ably due to defective crown develop- 
ment, the result of cvercrowding. 
Misshapen and weakenel crowns re 
sult in excessive windbriak and rag 
ged breaks, if left untrimmed, provide 
the best possible e.trance for fung: 
and insect pests, sc that a great nurm- 
ber of these fine old shade trees. 
which because of their very age ar. 
unable unassisted to shake off these 
toes, are slowly dying through neglect.

Speak- 
ing of the graduates of the recent 
Short Course in the State College 
of Agriculture, the Press ‘Bulletin of 
the University of Wisconsin says : 
| “A large number of the men who 
complete the course this week have 
already accepted positions as helpers 
and herdsmen upor.. well managed 
, Wisconsin farms. Many of these 
men have been offered what ‘are gen- 
ferally regarded as ‘‘soft snaps’’ upon 
large estates, but have preferred 
future prospects to immediate gain. 

“Many of this year’s class have 
accepted positions with successful 
‘farmers in various sections of the 
state. They will work at rroderate 
salaries in order to learn the meth- 
ods ‘which have already spelled suc- 
cess for others.”

The Government. of Saskatchewan 
has sust completed a series of dairy 
meetings held at towns along the 
line of the Grand ‘Trunk Pacitie in 
that province, and as a direct result 
of these meetings a pronounced 
stimulation in dairy products is 
looked for this summer. 

Commencing on February 
ears left Regina, one a_ sleeping 
car for the accommedation of the 
turers, and the other aday coach 
fitted up with a platform to serve as 
a lecture hall. For over a month 
meetings were held every week day, 
and as a rule there was an_ after- 
noon and an evening meeting at each 
point before the cars were moved on 
to the next station. 

Reports from all stations indicate 
a renyarkable success for these meet- 
ings. ‘The average attendance was 
over one hundred, but at several 
towns it was very much higher than 
this, and it was necessary to ad- 
yourn meeting to hall in the town 
in order to accommcdate the people. 

The Saskatchewan Governn.ent is 
establishing a co-operative creamery 
at Unity, and another one at Mel- 
ville, and farmers at other stations 
are being encouraged to make ship- 
ments of cream by express, particu- 
larly fron other stations on __ the 
Grand Trunk Pacific. 

It is quite likely that the stimula- 
tion of dairying in the province wil! 
result in the establishment of several 
more ereameries in the near future. 
Saskatchewan farmers are beginning 
to-realize the great advantages ol 
mixed farming, and the Provincial 
Government is encouraging them as 
mich as possible in this direction.
